They were a delegation of share 
croppers from Arkansas, Missis¬ 
sippi and Alabama. Victims of 
the adjustment program, they had 
no cheers for Wallace or Davis or 
Hopkins. A meager handful of 
men—both white and black—they 
are picketing government buildings 
with placards of protest. 

Their quarrel with the AAA is j 
that its cotton reduction program* 
has resulted in the eviction of! 
thousands of tenant and share 
cropper families. 

Their quarrel with FERA is [ 
that, having been evicted, they are 
denied relief by local agents if 
they join a union as a means of 
protesting against losing their 
crop. 

This pitiful pilgrimage was or- [ 
ganized by the Southern Tenant 
Farmers union, which claims to \ 
have a membership of 6,000 share 1 
cropper families, paying dues of 10 
cents a month. 

They declare that if they don't ; 
get satisfaction from Wallace and : 
Hopkins, they will transfer their 
picketing to the White House.

JHE bill to strengthen the powers i 

of the TVA is meeting some 
hard sledding in the house. 

The bill gives the Tenessee Val -1 
ley authority, among other things, 
the right to sell power in compe¬ 
tition with private companies 
Without this approval by congress, 
some TVA rooters say the vast 
project will be completely ham¬ 
strung. 

For this reason, Senator George 
Norris, papa of the TVA, perform¬ 
ed some astute maneuvering in the 
senate and got his bill through like 
a breeze. But In the other end of 
the Capitol, it got blocked in the 
house military affairs committee. 1 

Most significant is the fact that 
chief blockers are representatives 
of the coal and power interests, 
with Andrew J. May, Kentucky 
democrat, representing the first; 
and Donald H. McLean, New Jer¬ 
sey republican, the second. 

In the secrecy of the committee 
room May makes no bones about 
the nature of his opposition. 

"I represent a coal district,” he 
declared, "and the TVA Is not' 
helping it any.” 

Publicly, white-haired John Mc- 
Swain, chairman of the house com¬ 
mittee, says he is confident the 
bill will be approved. But pri¬ 
vately he admits that unless the 
President is able to exert enough

BIrdmen Died Without

May 23. UP )—Six naval fliers on 
a mercy flight were killed when 
their huge patrol plane crashed 
during the United States fleet 
maneuvers in mid-Pacific, com¬ 
manding officers revealed today 
aboard the flagship Pennsylvania. 

The six aviators, forming the 
crew of the seaplane 6F7, went to 
their deaths without knowing what 
happened, officers said after shat¬ 
tered remains of the craft had 
been picked up. 

The tragedy occurred Tuesday 
night but was not revealed until 
today after all hope for the men's \ 
lives had been abandoned.

He 
talked freely, she said, and de¬ 
clared he was Alvin Karpis and 
had been captured on a ranch near 
Boise, Idaho. He was in the cus¬ 
tody of two men believed to be 
federal agents. 

The plane, United Airlines offi¬ 
cials said, would not stop between 
Omaha and Chicago. Federal 
agents here said they knew noth¬ 
ing of the matter. 

Airline attendants said the man 
declared he was captured early 
today. The plane halted at Boise 
at 2:10 a. m. mountain time. On 
the passenger list the manacled 
man was listed as "Jack Loque" 
in custody of Officer A. O. Clark. 

Passengers on the plane were 
said by field attendants here to 
have stated that the prisoner was 
free with his conversation and had 
openly declared he was Karpis.

LONDON, Thursday, May 25. (A*l 
Political circles declared today the 
resignation of Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald and the eleva¬ 
tion of Stanley Baldwin, lord pres¬ 
ident of the council, to that post 
will take place not later than 
Whitsuntide, June 9. 

Sources close to the government 
said a general election will most 
likely take place in the early 
autumn. 

A new urgent warning by the 
prime minister’s occulist that he 
must not continue to subject his 
eyes to the strain inseparable from 
his office, led to the widely circu¬ 
lated report that MacDonald’s res¬ 
ignation is imminent. 

It was believed MacDonald 
would remain in the government 
setup, taking over Baldwin's coun¬ 
cil presidency. A big shakeup of 
the cabinet under Baldwin, how¬ 
ever, was forecast. 

Oregon Mill Strike 
Growing Worse as 
State Troops Ready 

SALEM, Ore., Thursday, May 
23. UP )—Governor Charles H. Mar¬ 
tin today ordered that the Oregon 
national guard "be held in readi¬ 
ness” to proceed at once, if neces¬ 
sary, to the scene of labor trouble 
at the Stimson Lumber company 
mill near Forest Grove. 

He described the situation as 
"serious” and said the 400 pickets 
assembled near the mill were be¬ 
ing augmented by a “tough ele¬ 
ment” from Portland. Charles P.

Last Friday they planned 
to apply for a marriage license, 
but Corcoran became critically ill. 

Fiance Dying 

Early today doctors told Miss 
Hubbard her fiance was dying. 
She summoned a county clerk’s 
deputy, who informed her that be¬ 
cause of the unusual circumstance, 
the wedding ceremony could be 
performed, and the license issued 
later. 


The Rev. Thomas Marshall, 
chaplain of the Good Samaritan 
hospital, nearby, was summoned. 
Learning that Corcoran, who waa 
46, had been divorced 10 years 
ago, and Miss Hubbard, also 48, 
was divorced four years ago, Dr. 
Marshall, an Episcopal minister, 
told Miss Hubbard he could not 
perform the marriage, as the laws 
of his churCh prohibited the cere- 
mony. 

Two Minutes Late 
Almost frantic, Miss Hubbard 
telephoned for the Rev. W. T. Gil¬ 
liland, pastor of the Echo Park 
Methodist church.

i For 48 minutes the 6P7 circled

and leaking. Apparently while 
! cruising the 6P7 cut down her 
speed and had to fly close to the 
ocean’s surface as the night dark¬ 
ened. 

Terrific Crash 

Apparently it suddenly went in¬ 
to a spin and dove into the ocean 
with a terrific crash as evidenced 
by the shattered wreckage found 
later. 

Its last message was sent at 
9 p. m. indicating she crashed 
into the ocean a short time later. 

The Breese and the Raleigh 
reached the scene at 10:80 p.

FIRST IN YEARS 

WASHINGTON, Thursday, May 
23. (A*)---Expressing privately the 
belief that engine trouble was re¬ 
sponsible for the crash of the 6P7 
in the Pacific with the loss of six 
lives, navy officers today asserted 
it was the first navy flying boat 
casualty in at least 10 years. 

At the same time, they disclosed 
seaplanes of the 6P7 type usually 
carried a crew of only five men. 
They said they did not know why 
six were aboard the ship when it 
crashed. 

It was said at the navy depart¬ 
ment that all planes in the two 
squadrons maneuvering when the 
6P7 was lost were among the 46 
flying boats which made a mass 
flight recently from Pearl Harbor 
to the vicinity of Midway Island 
In connection with the Pacific war 
games. 

Officers said the only other time 
the navy radio here had been in 
communication with the warships 
was on May 12, when Admiral 
Reeves, the commander in chief, 
reported accidents off Pearl Har¬ 
bor, Hawaii, had cost the lives of 
two.

largest plane, focuses attention on 
the Soviet aviation industry again. 

Saying little about the unoffi -1 
cial figures which give her a j 
greater number of military air¬ 
planes than any other nation in 
the world, U.S.S.R. through its 
news agency reveals something, at 
least, which tells the craze for 
aviation now sweeping the coun¬ 
try. 

In 1934 the airlines of the Soviet 
measured over 40,000 miles. For 
1935 an expansion to 47,000 miles 
in planned. Transport planes on 
these runs have speeds of 186 
miles and during the coming year 
Moscow and Vladivostok will be 
linked with airmail which will span 
the 4500 and more miles in from 
three to four days. 

Figures for 1934 show 3786 tons 
of airmail carried in U.S.S.R. and 
8800 tons of what, in America, 
would be air express. 

At Moscow the Aeroclub is 
turning out aviation enthusiasts 
by the “carload.” In 1935, 400 
glider pilots are expected to grad¬ 
uate; 1500 holders of parachute 
certificates should be passed, and 
120 airplane pilots successfully 
trained and certified. 

That parachutists, as the So¬ 
viets call them, run to all ages is 
shown by the recent feat of a 
hithertoo nameless worker—one 
Don Basin Bushniakov — who at 
64 years of age finished the re¬ 
quired number of leaps to pass his 
test. 

And in glider flights ah ages 
ar.d sexes are represented. Already 
five gliders have been towed to 
1000 feet by a single plane and a 
test flight with nine gliders in a 
"train” will shortly be launched. 

With its enormous distances, 
U S S R, sees in the glider train a 
speedy, convenient mode of travel 
aerose Siberia to the Far East, 
with an easy means of dropping 
freight and passengers off en route. 

Combining, for sport, aviation 
and skiing, a recent stunt was per¬ 
formed at one of Russia’s snow- 
covered airports in the towing of 
a skiier by an airplane going 68 
miles an hour. Round and round 
in great circles the plane taxied on 
the ground.

JACi\ - ,/HNSON—first and only negro ever to win the heavyweight 
championship, gave little Tommy Burns, one of the smallest men 
ever to claim the title, a cruel beating at Rushcutter’s Bay, Australia, 
Dec. 20, 1908. Police jumped into the ring in the 14th round to 
save Rums furthrr punishment. Referee Hugh Mclntos declared 
Johnson the winner on a knockout in the 14th. 

Burns, who weighed only 168 pounds and stood a scant 5 feet, 8 
Inches tall, fought a stoic battle against overwhelming odds. The 
massive Galveston Black, scaling 192, over six feet tall, In perfect 
condition, had every advantage and used them all to administer a 
grim and cruel beating. 

Burns, a Canadian, whose real name was Noah Brusso, had come 
Into the championship In 1906 by defeating Marvin Hart. Hart, in 
turn, had gained some semi-official standing as champion, upon Jim 
Jeffries' retirement, hy whipping Jack Root in a match at Reno in 
1905 which Jeff refereed and which the promoter announced was 
sanctioned hy Jeff as a bout to determine a new champion. 

A dazzling combination of defensive skill and punching power, John¬ 
son, with the world title at his finger tips, never left the issue in 
doubt. He caught Burns early in the first round with a terrific 
right hand uppercut that floored the champion for eight after nearly 
tearing his head loose. Again in the eighth a right hand smash put 
Tommy down for eight. 

Bums was helpless at long range. Ineffective at close quarters, where 
Johnson handled him like a child, and had nothing to commend him 
but his spartan courage. By the 11th his eyes were almost closed, 
his face swollen, lips smashed, but he kept wobbling in until the 
police leaped Into the ring.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Thurs¬ 
day, May 23. VPi—Matanuska val¬ 
ley colonists had heard about the 
Alaska midnight twilight before 
they left their midwest homes but 
nothing had been said about steak 
sandwiches at 5 or 6 o'clock in 
the morning. 

The settlers easily became ac¬ 
customed to the long hours of day¬ 
light but find it hard to believe 
the stories of night life in north¬ 
ern Alaska towns as told by 
members of the agricultural proj¬ 
ect’s staff. By 11 p. m. any Sat¬ 
urday night here or at Fairbanks 
the dances are juat getting a real 
start while the twilight deepen*. 

By 3 or 4 a. m. crowds in near¬ 
by roadhouses are breaking up 
and the dancers drifting into res¬ 
taurants for a bite to eat. 


“How about a little sand- 
wish?” someone asks. “Okeh, 
make mine a atcak sandwich.” 
Then follows a chorus of “same 
here!” 

When the sandwich arrives the 
stranger gets a real jolt. Before 
him on a platter is a big steak 
with two half slices of toast in¬ 
stead of the small portion served 
in steak sandwiches in the states. 

With the arrival of the Wiscon- 
sin-Mlchigan husbands and fath¬ 
ers to join the Minnesota contin¬ 
gent already at Palmer, family 
heads will “draw straws” today 
to decide who gets which.

An expedition into the "unknown 
wilds” was nipped in the bud last 
night when Deputy Sheriffs Fred 
Humiston and James Ragan picked 
up three runaway Long Beach boys 
in a camp in Santa Ana canyon.

Castillo's second trial on the 
charges had been drawn out over 
the pas* week, starting May 15. 
It went to the jury shortly before 
3 p. m. yesterday. At his first 
trial Castillo was found guilty and 
later was sentenced to San Quen¬ 
tin prison after probation and a 
motion for a new trial had been 
denied. 

Castillo then appealed to the 
fourth district court of appeal and 
that body reversed the lower 
court's decision and ordered a new 
trial. The reversal was based 
upon the improbability of certain 
evidence introduced at the time 
of trial.

With what we hope is pardonable pride, and 
because we feel sure you'll be inter¬ 
ested ln reading it, we're offering it 
herewith: 

"Dear Homer: 

"It is a pleasant surprise to see a 
radio critic with the keen insight 
into the work we are trying to do on 
'California Melodies’ that you have 
demonstrated in your story about 
our 'different' type of music. 

(The blushes are ours) 

“The basic part of any musical 
composition is rhythm. Before we 
attempt to make an arrangement of 
any song, new or old, we must find a 
definite rhythm in either the mel¬ 
odic or rhythmic strain. 

“The opening bars of the song 
have a predominant mood. Usually 
we develop this mood and build in 
the introduction towards the first 
opening of the melody. This first 
part is the exposition of the theme. 

It establishes the melody ln the 
mind of the listener. 

“After tills basic theme has been 
established we are free to develop 
variations thereby using the sym¬ 
phonic poem form as used by Frani 
Liszt, Saint-Saens and. of course, 
the greatest exponent of this music¬ 
al form, Richard Strauss 

“It is the adopting popular 
tunes to the symphonic por form 
which has made ou v.-o; iffer- 

ent' from the usual rad./ ...uslc. 

“The fact that all our music uses 
the best classical forms has given it 
wide appeal with lovers of classical 
music. Most of the letters we re¬ 
ceive are from symphony lovers who 
are enthusiastic about the advance¬ 
ment we have made ln the standard 
o.t popular music. 

“And this is our basic aim. to 
make orchestrations that will bring 
typical American music to the plane 
where it may be played over and 
over with each playing more enjoy¬ 
able than the last.

NEW YORK, Thursday, May 23. 
(2P1—With bitter denunciation of 
the president and "plutocratic 
capitalism,” the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin called on a wildly respon¬ 
sive throng to deluge the United 
States senate today with tele¬ 
grams demanding enactment of 
the bonus bill. 

The occasion was the Michigan 
priest’s organization of a New 
York unit of his National Union 
for Social Justice last night in his 
campaign to "restore America to 
the Americans.” 

The thousands who filled Mad¬ 
ison Square Garden—It seats 
18,000—gave tremendous ova¬ 
tions to his tirades against 
"pampered creators of money,” 
to his demand for a "proper dis¬ 
tribution” of the products of 
labor, and to his attack on the 
presidential veto of the Patman 
bonus bill. 

"You heard the president of the 
United States condemn class legis¬ 
lation, as he called it, while for 
years he and his predecessors in 
office have been upholding this 
very class legislation for the bene¬ 
fit of the tincup bankers. 

"Wednesday, May 22, 1935, once 
more has demonstrated that no 
one dare breathe against their will. 
I’m afraid it wasn’t the soldiers 
alone who were vetoed. It was the 
American people.” 

The “real contest” in the bonus 
fight, the priest said, "is identi¬ 
fied with this question: Has or has 
not congress the right to coin and 
regulate money?”

The new structure will have a 
floor area of 3760 square feet and 
will be 75 feet in depth.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, May 
23. (JPt —Men who grow the wheat 
that fills the nation's bread bas¬ 
kets will decide Saturday whether 
the AAA shall continue its efforts 
to control their production. 

Farmers throughout the wheat 
belt will vote upon this question: 

“Are you in favor of a wheat 
production adjustment program 
to follow the present one, which 
expires with the 1935 crop 
year?” 

Under the rules laid down by 
the Farm administration, any 
farmer who produced wheat in 
1929, 1930, 1931 and 1932 will be 
eligible to vote, whether or not he 
ever signed a production control 
contract. 

Community committees will send 
results of the poll to the county 
committees, and the county com¬ 
mittees will send totals to the state 
extension directors, who will for¬ 
ward the information to the AAA. 
Announcement of the official vote 
in Washington is expected by 
Wednesday.

"This must be heaven,” said the 
first old Eskimo brought to the 
hospital, and when he saw the 
nurses, added: “These are the an¬ 
gels I have heard about.”

The first woman to enter the hos¬ 
pital was afraid of the electric 
lights. She had not had a bath for 
several years.

FREE GASOLINE CURBED

Fire Officials Halt Pumping 


LOS ANGELES, Thursday, May 
23 . tjp )—The ltd was clamped down 
today on the newest dream of sud¬ 
den wealth—a freak minature oil 
field. 

An underground reservoir of oil, 
testing about 90 per cent gasoline 
and believed to have accumulated 
over a period of time from leaking 
pipelines or storage tanks nearby, 
was discovered at Wilmington. 

Residents in the vicinity quickly 
began efforts to pump the fuel out 
of the ground, and fire officials 
just as quickly invoked state regu¬ 
lation which requires deposit of a 
$5000 bond for a mineral drilling 
permit. 

Scores at Work 

A score or more of Wilmington 
homeowners, armed with various 
types of drilling and pumping 
devices, had started drawing the 
gasoline out of the ground as wild 
reports of the discovery made the 
rounds. 


While the nearly pure gasoline 
was said to have bubbled to the 
surface of the ground in some 
spots where earth fissures permit¬ 
ted it to rise, the '‘wells'’ in most 
instances were from 15 to 30 feet 
down. 

Discoverer Does Well 

Cristobal Salcido was credited 
with being the original discoverer 
of the unusual deposit. He drilled a 
cistern in his front yard some time 
ago and found the oil instead. 
With the aid of his wife and chil¬ 
dren, he began pumping out the 
nearly pure gasoline into drums 
and was said to have drawn sev¬ 
eral hundred gallons before the 
presence of the "gasoline field" be¬ 
came generally known. 

Inspector Alonzo Ogle of the fire 
prevention bureau said the appear¬ 
ances of the oil near the surface of 
the earth had occurred before, 
usually after an intense warm 
spell or when some seismographic 
disturbance had occurred.

CHIEF CATO’S COURTESIES 

G RADUALLY the folks from the big towns are learn¬ 
ing things in Santa Ana. 

The other day the latest get-rich-quick scheme, the 
new “dollar chain” idea, was nipped in the bud here by 
the prompt action of city and county officers working 
cooperatively. 

Yesterday Justice Kenneth E. Morrison of Santa Ana 
put a stop—in his court at least—to the “courtesies” 
extended by the head of the state highway patrol to his 
speeding friends. Justice Morrison refused to honor one 
of Chief E. Raymond Cato’s gold “courtesy cards” held 
by a “big-time” sportsman charged with speeding. 
Instead of being influenced by the card in the direction 
it was intended, Justice Morrison sentenced the sports¬ 
man to five days in the county jail, and thereby made 
himself solid with a law-abiding public. 

The fancy gold courtesy cards long have been a thorn 
in the flesh of highway patrolmen. Always they are “on 
the spot” when they arrest speeders, never knowing when 
they have encountered one of the chief’s friends, who, 
flashing the gold card, can make a long nose at the arrest¬ 
ing officer. The card tells the officer, almost in so many 
words, that the officer is supposed to let the possessor 
of it go free. It happened that the sportsman in ques¬ 
tion did not have his card with him when he was-arrested 
near San Juan Capistrano after a previous speeding 
charge in the same locality. 

So the sportsman was held. Knowing he would 
receive scant sympathy from Justice John Landell at San 
Juan Capistrano, he asked to be taken before a Santa Ana 
justice. The request was granted, and it proved his 
undoing. 

Treating one’s friends to immunity is an age-old 
practice on the part of some law-enforcement officers, 
but when it reaches the point that the head of the state 
highway patrol hands out gold courtesy cards, he can hope 
for little respect from the public or a curtailment of the 
death-driving scourge.

One scientist argued “that if the 
toxic products of tobacco combus¬ 
tion passed into the fetal circula¬ 
tion, some effect upon the rate of 
the fetal heart might be expected.” 

Five women were studied in this 
experiment and 81 tests were 
made. The result can be summar¬ 
ized as follows: 5 minutes after 
the cigarette smoking began, 
there was an increase of approxi¬ 
mately 5 heats to the minute in 
the heart beat of the fetus. 

Scientists are very cautious in 
drawing conclusions. They content 
themselves merely with the state¬ 
ment that "since the toxic effects 
of tobacco on young children and 
of nicotine contained in mother's 
milk on nurslings have been re¬ 
ported, a careful study of the new¬ 
born offspring of mothers who 
smoke heavily during pregnancy 
is indicated.” 


So much nonsense has been writ¬ 
ten about the alleged evil effects of 
smqking, that the reporting of cer¬ 
tain scientifically controlled find¬ 
ings on the effects of smoking on 
the unborn child must be eagerly 
welcomed. The findings, though 
not revolutionary, are rather sug¬ 
gestive. 

To begin with, one must appre¬ 
ciate that nature goes to some ex¬ 
traordinary lengths in the protec¬ 
tion of the unborn child. 

The placenta, that is, the babe’s 
protective covering, will allow cer¬ 
tain substances to pass to the 
fetus, but will keep others out. The 
question studied was: Does the 
placenta protect the fetus against 
whatever nicotine may be present 
in the blood of a smoking mother? 

To determine whether nicotine 
permeates the placenta some crite¬ 
rion had to be established. It con¬ 
sisted of the increase in heart beat 
which smoking is known to effect.
